( W>isliir\gton News Letter.) 

One of our correspondents 
wishes us to tell him through the 
News Letter whether the posi 
uons of the planets have any ef 
feet on the weather. 

A few people strongly assert 
that they do, wtiile many others, 
like our correspondent, have' 
their doubts, but are willing to 
be "shown." Those, howeverT 
who have given the subject care 
ful attention are positive that 
none of the plannets, nor even 
the moon, ever has any appre- 
ciable affect On the weathtf. 

As aAattar of fset all weather 
changes depend ultimately upon 
temperatora diflefonces. Ibe 
temporature, as we knoer, con* 
stitutes of itself a OMist ioipor- 
tan: weather factmr. Another 
and eqoslbr important weather 
fa^<Nr 'is rainfsU. But to obtain 
rain it is aoesssary ifarattoevap^- 
rate #ater from the sorftMe of 
theaerHi^ aBd this, as every one 
knows^ leqoirea beat Still an 
other important faetor is the di- 
rection and fmce of the wind, 
and this, too,-reqimres heat, for 
the winds will not blow unless 
the temperature is different at 
one place from what it is anoth- 
er any more tlmn the air will 
draw op a cbimn^ when there 
is no fire in it. v 

Since then the heating of dif- 
ferent parts of the earth and its 
atmosphere to different tempera- 

tures is the real cause of the 
winds and of all weather changes 
it follows that the moon and the 
planers can affect the weather 
only iW far as 'hey supply heat. 
Now. according to accurate 



the weather. They do not sup- 
ply enough heat, the one thing 
that causes all our weather 
changes. 

To most people the above reas 
oning may seem quite sufficient 
a-'id conclusive, but there is still 
another and an entirely different 
method of testing the whole 
qnestioD. Wa can observe the 
positions of the planets and the 
kind of weather daring each po- 
sitkm and see Whether the same 
sort of weatbsr alwaya eomes 
when the planets are in the sam<^ 
position. Thia kind of azanuna- 
tion has oltan basn made, both 
for tbt planets and for tbe sMon 
but nal tha'aligbteet IniBsnce of 
either npoa oar weather has 
ever been foond. 

To sum np: . We have every 
reason to batteva that naitber 
the plaimt^ nor 4he mesa can 
have any appceaaMaiiflsetMi 
the weather, beeaase tbsgriisr 
nish so little beat upon whieb all 
weather changes ultimately ^de- 
pend, and thia belief ii ^ully 
supported by weather records. 

The belief, still to be found in 
all countries, that the planets 
and the moon do affect the 
weather never had any scientific 
basis whatever; it is^nly a rem- 
nant of the many superstitions 
generated and fostered by that 
other and greater superstitimi, 
astrology. - .
